MEXICO CITY, Nov, 15—What 
doubt remained regarding Huer- 
tas intentions with respect to con- 
eurrence with the American de- 
mands for his own climination 
was removed from the minds of 
most “Jexican and forcign resi- 
dents by the peremptory dismissal 
today of Manuel Garsia Aldalpe, 
the minister of the interior, who 
was looked upon as the head of 
Muerta'’s cabinet, 


Manuel Aldalpe led that group of 
the cabinet which held the conviction 
that it would be best to accede to that 
portion at least of Washington's de- 
mands which meant the total aban- 
donment of power by the provisional 
president, and he is said to have been 
the only one with sufficient courage 
to criticise the internal discussion 
frankly with his chief. 

Senor Aldalpe’s resignation was de- 
manded at a cabinet meeting at Pres- 
ident Huerte’s house early this morn- 
ing. Huerta is said to have reiterated 
at this meeting the statement that he 
would not resign. that with him it was 
a case of life and death and he was 
disposed to play out the game. 

Certain intimate friends of Huerta 
have been indicating to him ft .s said 
for some time that the minister of in- 
terior was intriguing for the presi- 
dency and that the cabinet had be- 
come divided intc camps. 

It is stated author.tativyely thar three 
ministers assured Huerta that until 
the minister of interior was removed 
they would res'gn. Manuel Garsia 
Aldalpe was designated tonight by the 
president to go to Europe in fulfilment 
of sone undetermined special mission. |

that boast. Labor, it Is declared, is 
ripe for revolt against trade union 
executives and particularly parliamen- 
tary representatives. Whether the 
Statement is correct or not there has 
veen a significant change within the 
last two weeks (during which Larkin 
has been imprisoned), in the attitude 
ef English trade union executives to- 
ward the Dublin strike. Proposals of 
sympathetic strikes in England were 
made if Larkin was sentenced and 
vetoed bY Britien Labor ~ representa: 
tives, who went to Dublin to inquire 
into conditions there. Indignation 
at his imprisonment aroused among 
the working classes throughout the 
country, is making trade union 
executives reconsider their veto and 
they are now agreeing that if Dublin 
employers cannot be brought to 
terms by other means a sympathetic 
strike of english transport workers 
may ensue. The temper of the men 


in any case is declared to be such 
that the executives’ hands must be 
foreed. 


For the present, however, the possi- 
bility of un extended sympathetic 
strike movement may be left out of 
consideration, and only the probable 
Political consequences of the Larkin 
episode dealt with, 

Unionists are in 
the blunders made 
government, first in countenancing 
the prosecution of Larkin under a 
mediaeval statute; second, in rescind- 
ing the sentence only after Lioyd-

Honor stated that while the chief 
might have known that there were 
reasons for dismissing him, he found 


that even at this date he was unable 
to give other reasons than that it was 
in the best interests of the service that 
he should go, and to reduce expenses. 
He had not been shown that there was 
any good reason, The mere fact that 
he did not speak to one of the officers 
-Which statement Was denied by 
Wright himself—-was not sufficient 
reason for an immedlate discharge. 

Continuing, Judge Jackson said in 
his opinion Chief Carpenter had the 
power to dismiss Inspector Wright, 
but at the same time he hid not the 
right to dismiss him without at least 
u month's notice He, however, did 
not think that even in this case he 
could hold with the complainant's 
counsel that payment should be made
